I ington. It was not half so cold today, but 
' it was cold enough to convince everybody 
who was out. in it that inaujiuration day 
oup:ht to be clianged to the 20th of April. 


Fortunately for Adlai Ewing Stevenson 
—who was Kot compelled by custom to 
show himself -to the throng outside the 
Capitol—he had previously been inaugu- 
rated in the comparatively comfortable 
though overcrowded and overheated sen- 
ate chamber. Later in the day Mr. and 
Mrs. Cleveland, accompanied by Mr. and 
Mrs. Stevenson and their friends, includ- 
ing the new cabinet, took possession of the 
White House, which Mr. Harrison had 
turned over to them before going to the 
Wanamakers, wliere he and his cabinet 
had their farewell meal before he loft with 
his little family for Pittsburg on his way 
to his Indianapolis home. 


Then Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland, Mr. and 
Mrs. Stevenson, the new cabinet and their 
families and friends reviewed from the 
handsome stand in front of the "WTiite 
HOUBO the inaugural procession. 


There were fully 40,000 men passed the 
reviewing stand, and many other com- 
panies refused to full into line on account 
of tUe disagreeable fall of rain and sleet 
which marred the festivities. 


The show of fireworks planned for the 
night had to bo put off on account of the 
weather until Monday night, but the in- 
augural ball was fully up to the standard. 


The decorations were on a far more elab- 
orate scale than at any previous inaugura- 
tion, 


TAKING THE OATH. 


Sworn Into Ofnco ou tho Bible Presented 


by Ills Mother. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—President Cleve- 
land took the oath of oflice at the east por- 
tico of the Capitol, immediately after the 
ceremony in connection with the swearing 
in of the vice president in the senate cham- 
ber, This was shortly after 13 o'clock. 
The oath was administered to the new 
chief magistrate by Chief Justice Fuller, 


The Bible used in the ceremony was 
given President Cleveland by liis mother 
forty-one years ago. By his special re- 
quest it was eight years ago put to the 
Bame service for which it was used today. 
This morning, shortly before 11 o'clock, it 
Was brought to the Capitol by Mr. Edwin 
Frecent, of Michigan, and delivered to Mr, 
James McKonny, clerk of the United 
Btates supreme court, with a message 
from Don M, Dickinson, stating that it 
was Mr, Cleveland's wish that the chief 
justice use the book in the day's cere- 
monies. A new Bible had been purchased 
for tho occasion, as had been done eight 
years ago, for presentation to tho presi- 
dent, but of course it was not used after 
Mr, Cleveland had signified his preference 
for the use of his mother's gift. 


Tho book used is a gilt edged black 
leather covered volume worn with hand- 
ling and on the front cover is stamped in 
small gold letters "S, 
G. Cleveland." 
Near the top of the flyleaf is this inscription 
in a small irregular feminine hand, 
G. 
Cleveland, from his affectionate mother, 
February, 


Immediately after taking the oath Mr. 
Cleveland made his inaugural address, oc- 
cupying a small stand built out from the 
portico, and on the stand with him were 
ex-President Harrison, Chief Justice Fuller 
and IC. K, Valentine, sergeant-at-arms of 
the senate, 


THIS INAUGPIiAI. ADDRKSS. 


President Cleveland Announces tUe Policy 
of lils Administration. 


In his inaugural address President Cleve- 
land, after thanking tho American people 
for the confidence reposod in him, spoke ati 
length of the fallacy of paternalism in gov- 
ernment, On this subject he said in part: 


'•The verdict of our voters, which con- 
demned the in j ustice of maintaining protec- 
tion for protection's sake, enjoins upon the 
people's servants the duty of exposing and 
destroying, tho broods of kindred evils 
which are the unwholesome jjrogeny of 
paternalism, 


"Thib is the bane of our institutions and 
the constant peril of our government by 
the peujjlu. Jt degrades to the purposes of 
^ ilX 
tho plan of rijle our iathwii 


e»tal)lis1ie(l and "bequeathed to our love 
and veneration. It perverts the patriotic 
Hputimeut of our countrymen, and tempts 
Ihem to a pitiful calculation of the sordid 
gain to be derived from their govern- 
ment's maintenance. 


"It undermines the self reliance of our 
people, and substitutes in its place de* 
pendonce upou governmental favoritism. 
It stifles the spirit of true Americanism, 
and stupefies every ennobling trait 
of 
American citizenship, 


"Thti lessons of paternalism ought to be 
unlearned, and the better lesson taught 
that while the people should patriotically 
and cheerfully support their government, 
its functions do not include the support of 
the people." 


He denounced "wild and reckless pension 
expenditure, which overleaps the bounds 
of grateful recosnitiou of patriotic ser- 
vice," and spoke warningly of the dan- 
gers from the existence of "immense ag- 
gregations 
of 
kindred enterprises and 
combinations of business interests formed 
for the purposes of limiting production 
and fixing prices." He said of the Indians 
that every effort should be made to lead 
them to independent citizenship, and had 
'his to siiy of tariff reform: 


"The people of the United States have de- 
Creed that on this day the control of their 
government in its legislative and executive 
branches shall be given to a political party 
pledged in th*^ most positive terms to the 
accomplishment of tariff reform. 
I 


"Anxiety for the redemption of the | 
pledges which my party has made, and 
solicitude for the coniplete justification of | 
the trust the people have reposed in us, ' 
constrain mc to remind those with whom 
l a m to co-operate that we can succeed in I 
doing the work which has been especially 
set before us only by the most sincere, har- 
monious and disinterested effort." 


STEVKNSON SWOKN IN. 


Vice Prcsidont Morton Administers the 
Outh to His Successor in OlHce. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—The following 
was the order of proceedings in the senate 
chamber today: 


At 11 o'clock the president and president- 
elect entered the senate wing by the bronze 
doors in tho cast front. Each was accom- 
panied by a member of the committee of 
arrangements. 
Tho president went di- 
rectly to the president's room, and the 
president-elect to the vi^e president's room, 
where they remained until they entered 
the senate chamber. Having been intro- 
duced by tho committee of arrangements, 
they occupied seats reserved for them in 
front of the presiding oflicer. 


The vice president-elect was accompa- 
nied to the Capitol by a member of the 
committee of arrangements and proceeded 
to the vice president's room, where he re- 
mained until ho entered tlie senate chara- 
ber, where the oath of olfice was adminis- 
tered to him by Vice Prissident Morton. 


After the organization of the senate those 
in the senate chamber proceeded through 
the rot-unda to the platform erected for the 
inauguration of the president.

The Alsimo. a 
Flench ship, was stripped almost instantly 
of masts and rigging and a few minutes 
later went to the bottom, with all on board.

"Just how carefully the Governmenfc 
tries to prevent counterfeiting is illus- 
trated in no way more forcible than in 
the destruction of tho dies,"said an at- 
tache of the Sub-Treasury the other day. 
"This is done at all the 
United 
States 
mints once a year, 
and 
in 
accordance 
with the custom a few days ago 
the 
stamps from which all the coins and 
bank notes arc made are melted with 
other metal." 


Before placing them in the iire pre- 
paratoxy to their destruction 
each buch 
of dies was carefully examined by the 
olBcials representing the dilleret depart- 
ments, and their numbers compared with 
the registry book. 
The dies are 
made 
of the best cast steel, the average weight 
being about a pound. 
The silver coin 
stamps, beglnnmg with 
dollars, 
were 
first destroyed; then 
followed tho half 
dollars, current serie3, 
quarter 
dollars 
and dimes. 
These included all stamps 
from which the halves, 
quarters and 
dimes of new design were coined. 
The 
gold coin stamps were next destroyed, 
then followed those for tho nickel and 
the copper or bronze pieoes. 


The last to be operated upon were thb 
stamps which gave the Columbian half 
dollars their value. 
The most interest- 
ing stamp of the 900 odd was tho one 
from which tho first Columbian half dol- 
lar was coined. 
Next iu value 
were 
those which stamped tho Columbian half 
dollars numbering 4U0, 1493 and 1892. 


The number of coins and their value 
stamped by the dies destroyed alone in 
Philadelphia this year are as follows: 
Gold pieces, 1,558,192, value, $ll,b40,- 
2U2.60; silver pieces, current series, 23,- 
2H0,980, value, $5,251,303.25; nickel 
pieces, 11,699,642, value, $584,982.10; 
copper pieces, 37,619,832, value, 1^376,- 
498.32; Columbian half 
dollars, 950,-

PEEDIKG WHEAT, 


The danger of leeding 
wheat, espe- 
cially to horses, is that it 
is glutinous 
and apt to pack in the stomach and 
cause indigestion. 
This is avoided by 
chopping the grain coarsely and mixing 
it with cut hay or straw. A liberal quan- 
tity of salt should be gityen with this lood. 
But when the wheat is smutty there is 
another danger, which is the etiect of 
the smut on the animal. 
This fungus 
has an effect on the nervous system by 
which some inflammatory diseases are 
apt to be caused. 
The animals may es- 
cape injury for a time, but the 
danger 
will always be imminent while the smutty 
food is given. 
Boiling would kill the 
fungus and prevent trouble. 
But as the 
fungus is especially 
dangerous and in- 
jurious to female animals, both pregnant 
and otherwise, 
these should 
never be 
given any smutty food. 
The effect of 
the smut is to produce abortion, or in- 
flammation 
of the 
mucous 
membrane 
that results in gangrene.—New York 
Times.

The new Territory of Alaska, 
now within the postal conlines of the 
United State?, has twenty-two postoflices 
in re;iular operation, but they are no 
more remote than are many in regions in 
the Eastern and earliest settled States. 


The aim of the Qoverment, regardless

A& an Inspector I visited Lee's Ferry, 
^ in Coconino County, 
ArizDna. 
The 
-office is on the Colorado River. 
Bcmg 
in Utah wc went by the mail route south- 
ward from Salina, where early on 
a 
March day we took stage for Kanab via 
Panguitch. 
The ride occupied 
three 
•lull days, and at the end the 2U5th mile 
we stopped at a farm house late at night, 
thoroughly 
chilled 
and 
worn 
out. 
Thence to the ferry was ninet^'-threc 
miles, but, fortunately, we had a day in 
which to rest before proceeding ou our 
journey. 


For over two hundred 
miles 
we 
traversed a sectiou of 
the American 
Desert upon which there is little water, 
Bcanc vegetation and few people. 
The 
latter arc specially praiseworthy 
for 
being hospitable from so meagre a store. 
At Lee's were scarcely a dozen patrons 
of the office, and it cost the Government 
many dollars for every letter and paper 
that crosses the route. 
But the people 
at the ferry are Americans, uad they 
must have letters; and, further, should 
an obstruction 
occur on thi? isolated 
route an agent of the Government must 
invcsiigate it, personally jf 
necessary, 
with the same alacrity that is observed 
when trouble arises ¡a New York City. 


In Wisconsin and Michigan when the 
loads are blockaded with snow dritfs 
the mails go forward with regularity by 


okc. 
It is lined with heavy pines which 
are being cut down. 
Wc passed a raft 
of 5000 in tow to Edenton, breaking 
apart 
and 
stopping 
navigation for a 
mile and delaying our arrival at Wind- 
sor until after midnight. 
It was at the 
latt-cr place that 
Sir Walter Raleigh 
made his lirst home in America. 


Along th« eastern coast of 
North 
Carolina, cut otE from the mainland, is a 
narrow, long strip of sand beach on 
whiah there are a dozan postoflices. 
They are served by a small sailboat run- 
ning semi-weekly from Manteo, on Ro- 
anoke Island, to Davis, stopping at Hat- 
teras, Oracoke and other places. 
The 
bulk of the mail consists of oflicial cor- 
respondence between 
Washington and 
the lighthouse?, with perhaps now and 
then a newspaper giving quotations af 
Norfolk and Wilmingtou. 
Regularity it 
enforced ou this as on other routes, and 
good cause must be shown for delays be- 
yond schedule 
time. 
The 
mountain 
regions of West Virginia offer special at- 
tractions for 
depredations 
upon 
the 
mails and have many oiiices that are very 
hard to reach in spring when the roads 
are deep in mud. The route from Gauley 
Bridge, on the Kanawha, through the 
Alleghanies to Addison and 
Nicholas 
supplies several offices of this character. 
We crossed this route in April and had 
difficulty to get horses, their owners 
fearing to let them undertake the jour- 
ney. 
Wc started with two horses and a 
mountain buggy, but getting set in the 
mud a mile away left the vehicle there 
as a danger sign. 
Procuring saddles 
and a guide we again SiJt out and by 
nightfall had covered ten miles of the 
sixty upon the route. 
The journey was 
more tedious than (>00 miles across the 
desert. 
It took us directly over Powell 
Mountain, the highest peak of the Alle- 
ghanies, requiring nine miles of a sharp, 
circuitous ascent. 
But when once its 
wooded crest was reached our labor was 
amply repaid by the panorama of moun- 
tain scenery that opened to the view.

/ire not as slow as might be supposed. 
Many of these Indian carriers will make 
fifty miles a day and their paths are not 
nearly as arduous as the bridle paths of 
the Eastern mountains, where in spring 
it is almost impossible for a man to find 
a footing. 
Throughout ths swamp re- 
gions of Eastern North Carolina, and in 
the pine and turpentine country in gen- 
eral, are postoifices that are remarkably 
inaccemblo, supplying

the 


Beyond the difficulties attending the 
reaching of remote postoflices there is at 
times unusual danger in the work of the 
mail-carrier. 
In winter many of the 
routes iu the Rocklcs are very dangerous 
and almost superhuman eiiorts are re- 
quired to avoid lines for delinquency. 
When the rich Lamartine mines were 
opened in Colorado, I was ordered to 
that point in midwinter. 
AVithout a 
guide, and followini^ verbal directions, 
I rode from Freeland, turning my horse 
into the bed of a mountain stream. 
It 
was dark as wo approached Freeland, 
and had grown much colder. The stream 
had turned to thin ice, making it diffi- 
cult for the horse to keep his footiuii. I 
endeavored to keep him ou his feet %ut 
he grew nervous, and reaching a wide 
place in the stream where all feet were 
on the ice, he slipped and fell headlong 
and in trying to rise rolled from the bed 
of the shallow stream into a deep ravine, 
the bottom of which could not bo seen 
in tho darkness, 
1 was uninjured, and 
picking my way cautiously to Freeland 
remained there all night, going on to tho 
Springs by daylight. 
On my way I met 
the currier coming afoot slowly up tho 
mountain. 
Ho had lost two mules by 
their slipping from the narrow path,but 
was trying to perform tho service with a 
degree of regularity, as the mines wora 
filling with people anxious for their let-

The method of swallowing is a very 
simple one, although, if the frog be 
large, more than half an hour may be 
consumed in tho process. 
The 
two 
bones of the lower jaw are separate and 
capable of independent movement; so 
the reptile loosens it hold upon one side 
of its jaw, and, pushing that side for- 
ward as far as possible, it drives tho 
teeth in again, and then draws the jaw 
back to its original positiou. 
The re- 
sult is that the prey is drawn down by 
the movement. 
The process is then re- 
peated by the other half of the jaw, thus 
inevitably forcing the victim inward. 
The snake's skia stretchcs enormously, 
and the jaw is, of course, dislocated, 
but the extensible ligaments hold tho 
bpnes together. 
The disproportion be- 
tween the diameter of the irog and th« 
serpent's slender neck is indeed marvel*« 
ous, and snakes have been observed to 
split themselves open by attempting too 
ambitious a mouthful. 
After perhaps 
half an hour of laborious contortions, 
all that is seen of the poor frog is a great 
swelling that the contracting muscles 
are rapidly forcing down the reptile's 
neck. 
If one liberates the captured frog 
before it is too late, the wretched animal 
often seems so overcome by feari or per- 
haps stupefied by the serpent's Shliva, 
that it will not leap, b^t crawls in a 
¡gainful manner. 
Wo must uot allow

ETTING afloat meisajres in bot- 
tles, writes Reno Bacho in the 
Boston Transcript, has been an 
experiment resorted to by ship- 
wrecked 
mariners for many centuries. 
Often has a writinij thus consigned to 
the waves bcsn tho happy means of res» 
cuing castaways, bringing succor to thoso 
whom 
hope had 
well-nigh 
forsaken. 
More frequently such a document, picked 
up years later perhaps, has relieved sus- 
pense by making certain the fate of miss- 
incr voyagers. 
It seems odd that this 
idea should have been recently adopted 
by science for the 
practical 
and unro- 
mantic purpose of finding out about the 
surface currents of the ocean. 


Tho work is tho newest that has been 
undertaken by the Hydrographie Office 
of the United States Navy. 
Within tho 
last two years it has distributed tens of 
thousiinds of "bottle papers" among the 
3500 skippers of sea-going vessels, from 
sailing craft to Atlantic liners, who con- 
tribute reports as voluntary observers in 
exchange for supplies of 
pilot charts, 
etc., given by the Government. 
These 
bottle papers are printed forms which 
the observers are requested to enclose iu 
bottles and throw overboard, after mark- 
ing 
upon each of them the latitude, 
longitude and date. 
On each paper is a 
separate space in which the person who 
may find the bottle is asked to write tho 
date and locality, afterwards forwardmg 
the paper to the nearest United State^j 
consul or to the Hydrographie Office in 
Washington, 
Directions as to 
these 
matters are printed on the paper in sev- 
eral languages. 
Up to the present time 
261 of the bottle papers thus scattered 
broadcast have been returned, but thou- 
sands of them are still afloat, and of 
theso a considerable percentage will be 
pickcd up sooner or later. 
Of course, it 
is impossible to know how many of thoae 
placed in the hands of observers have 
been duly bottled and launched. 


The courses taken by the bottles tell 
the story of 
the ocean currents, and 
knowledge of these is of 
the 
utmost 
importance to mariners. 
Chiefly is it 
valuable for enabling vessels to seek such 
routes across the seas as will make it 
possible for them to take advantage of 
favoring streams and to avoid unfavora- 
ble ones. 
Columbus 
knew 
nothing 
about the currents of the Atlantic, and 
so he made his way to the New World 
by the path which the surface drift laid 
out for him. 
Thus, after being driven 
far to the southward, he finally brought 
up at San Salvador. 
Knowing where 
he started from and the point at which 
he finally arrived, hydrographers to-day 
can draw a curved line on the map show 
ing exactly the course which he must 
have followed. 
Just at this time such a 
fact possess no little interest. 
Only a 
few months ago the Hydrographie Oflice 
was called upon to determine the proba- 
ble location of a Pacific Mail steamship 
which 
was lost in the Pacific Ocean. 
Her machinery having broken down, as 
was reported by a vessel which had sig- 
nalled her, 
she had 
drifted olf and 
nothing 
had 
been heard 
of her fcr 
weeks. 
The Pacific Mail Company, be- 
ing unable to find her, appealed to the 
experts at Washington, who 
promptly 
pointed out tho exact spot where she 
would be discovered. And she was found 
there, six hundred miles west of where 
the owners had been looking for her. 
Tnis Avas figured out from known facts 
respecting the direction and velocity of 
the currents in 
that great waste 
of 
waters. 


Some of the bottled papers set afloat 
6y the Prince of Monaco floated for more 
tlian fiv# years before thoy were picked 
up. 
His Serene Highness, who is an en- 
thusiast in such matters, has devoted 
much attention to experiments of this 
kind. 
For tho purpose of studying the 
surface currents of 
tho Atlantic, 
he 
launched from his sailing yacht in 1885 
and 1886 a great number of floats con- 
sisting of wooden casks, copper globes 
and glass bottles. 
All of them were 
weighed to prevent any part of them 
from being out of the water to catch the 
wind, the object being to determine the 
driit. 
He finally determined that the 
best iîoat for the purpose was a thick 
glass bottle coatcd with pitcû and cov- 
ered over this with copper» 
Of such 
bottles he launched 931 in the year 1887, 
in a line stretching from tho Azores to 
the Grand 
Banks of 
Newfoundland. 
Each of them contained a document in 
nine languages, asking the finder to re- 
cord on It tne locality and date of dis- 
covery ftnd to forward it to the nearest 
maritime authorities. 
Of all the bottle 
papers thus distribed ho got back 
some of them bringing up iu Iceland, 
others on the west coast of Africa, others 
on the shores of America, and fourKjen 
as far away as Japan. 
Tho prince has 
published charts which show most inter- 
estingly the courses taken by the Atlan^ 
tic cuirents as proved by the bottles.
